Is it men in the common 
walks of life who demand bribes and who 
reccive bribes from the hands of the legis- 
lative bodies or the common council?

Who 
is responsible for the condition of affairs 
in the city of Chicago ? Your represen- 
tative business men. If an assessor grows 
rich while in office, with whom does he 
divide ? Not with the common people. 
He divides with the man who tempts him 
to make a low assessment ; not the man 
who has the humble little home, but the 
capitalist and the business man.
